There ‘were no cables then to con- 
firm—or refute—Herschel’s mar- 
yelous discoveries, as narrated > 
the. Sun, On -August 23th of 
that year-it published the first ot 
A series of articles describing them 
in tuminous detail. The account 
was attributed to o- supplement 
of the Edinburgh. Journal of 
Science, ‘very politely furnished 
uy by a medical gentleman’ im- 
mediately from Scotland ‘in conse- 
quence of o paragraph which ap- 
peared on Friday ‘last from, the 
Edinburgh Courant. my 

The Journal of Science was 
presumably” indebted’ in turn to o 
certain Dr. Grant, the “ indefatig- 
able’ superintendent”! of Dr: 


Hope.’ There, were details of 
42,000 times, and separate lenses to 


slide in and out in auch wonderful 
juxtaposition that the glimpses of

: Wonders Revealed. 
Wonders were" revealed. First 
vegetation, demonstrating that the 
moon had an atmosphere similar to 
our own—trees like the ‘‘ yews in 
English churchyards,” ‘and ‘¢ fine 
forest of ‘firs..

"Tt is ‘unusual, for the Home ; 


Secretary to make any statement 
about’ capital cases other than the 
official notification of his decision, 
but..as Parliament is mot sitting, 
and as the. Brighton murder has ex- 
cited public interest; the Home 
Sccretary “thinks .it” desirable to 
vamplify the official statement issued 
last nighs. (Tuesday) regarding the 
three prisonery convicted of the 
murder. 

"Tt is not within the. competenes 
of the Home Secretary to retry, a 
case. 

“The three prisoners have been 
found guilty by the jury, who had | 
opportunities of hearing. the evid- 
ence on oath of the witnesses for the 
prosecution and the ‘defence, and of 
observing ,their demeanour in the 
witness-box, ahd the conviction was 
upheld ‘by the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. 

wo Proper Function, ‘ 

“The proper finction and th: 
only ,function of the Home Secre- 
tary is to decide whether, when a 
prisoner has been convicted of mur- 
der and as a necessary consequence 
sentenced tothe only" penalty pre- 
scribed by law for this offence, thére 
are any. circumstances which would 
justify bim in recommending’ miti- 
gation of that penalty, or whether 
the law should be allowed to take 
its course. 

“In considering this Gisstion the, 
Home Geeretary is bound by no. 


rulés of..procedure. 


“ He takes ever: rilevank cir¢um- 
atance into consideration, ond con- 
sults with any person who is in 
a.position te give him, useful in- 


formation .or assistance. Until th:

The wounded gangster named 
Basilio Mulingtapan, ‘a native ‘of 
Tanauan, Batangas, was brougbt.to 
the . Philippine General Hospital 
yesterday, He was wounded in the 
abdomen, and according to phy- 
sicians at the. hospital, he is in a 
serious condition. ,The robber kill- 
ed named “aMundo ” Mulingtapan, 
was his brother. « 

News received in Manila owas to 
the effect that the gangsters number- 
ed four, .They ‘came from, Santo 
Tomas, Batangas, and» planned 
their attack on the administration 
building towards the sduthern end. 
Immediately ‘aftor, the exchange of 
shots, the two other gangsters ficd 
when they: -eaw their two com- 
panions had. -been hit. and had 
fallen. - Only two’ of .the guards 
took “part in the fighting as the 
three others: were ‘stationed in other 
parts of the college grounds. " . 

It appears that the robbers had
